2. SUMMARY: DURING OCTOBER 4 MEETING WITH THE SECRETARY, 
KHMER FONMIN EXPRESSED CONCERN THAT RUMORS ABOUT THE 
SECRETARY'S TRIP TO PEKING ARE HAVING AN ADVERSE EFFECT 
ON THE KHMER POSITION AT THE UNGA. 

3. AS A RESULT OF FOREGOING, THE SECRETARY, IF HE HOLDS 

A PRESS CONFERENCE PRIOR TO HIS DEPARTURE, INTENDS MAKE 
IT CLEAR THAT HE HAS NO INTENTIONS OF MEETING WITH SIHANOUK 
DURING PEKING VISIT AND THAT PURPOSE OF HIS TRIP IS NOT 
RPT NOT TO DISCUSS CAMBODIAN AFFAIRS. MEANWHILE HE WISHES 
THAT ADDRESSEE POSTS MAKE HIS POSITION CLEAR TO HOST 
GOVERNMENTS, AS APPROPRIATE, REAFFIRMING CONTINUED USG 
SUPPORT OF GKR.
